Under Consideration

Enrollment of 612 This 

Year; Expect 680 

In '55 - '56 



Discussion of possibilities for 
building a new grade school build- 
ing was the main business of an 
Antioch Grade School board meet- 
ing held Tuesday evening. • 

Although the present building is 
considered adequate for the present 
enrollment of 612, the, normal in- 
crease, which has averaged about 
11% per year, will -swell the en- 
rollment for next September to a- 
bout flflO, which will require twenty 
two classrooms. Only twenty ore a- 
vallable at the present building. 

Principal Richard Whiteacre, said 
that one room at Oakland school, 
which is owned by the district, 
would be put into service next year 
and that it is possible that the Scout 
home would be obtained if possible. 
Whitacrc added that due to the 
rapid growth of the area in popula- 
tion, that the anticipated growth of 
the school population cannot be ac- 
curately gauged from statistics and 
that the development of new sub- 
divisions arc 1 a determining factor. 

With a static population the grow- 
th of a school can be forecast, since 
a high percentage of new pupils are 
enrolled into' kindergarten and first 
grade, he said, but that growth of 
the area has caused enrollments to 
be made in all the grades in about 
equal amounts, other than the sixth 
grade, which remains the smallest 
class at the school. 

Board members are seeking suit- 
able sites for an additional complete 
building because the present build- 
ing is already crowding the three 
and one half acres of land at Main 
and Depot, and also because the 
school is already of maximun size 
for efficient operation. County Sup- 
erintendent W. C. Petty," advised 
school board members last year, 
when the new addition to the build- 
ing was. completed that it would 
be advisable to make that addtion 
the last and to consider an entirely 
new plant when expansion was nec- 
essary.

During the year ending^ Octob- 
er 1, the firemen made 'but 14 
calls in the village, 10 of which 
were grass fires,* and four on 
property valued at. $222,000.00 
with a total liss of but $400.00. 

There were 77 calls for the 
whole area during the 12 months, 
and of that •number 63 were in 
the district outside of Antioch. 
Thirty-five of the calls were grass 
fires and 28 on property valued 
at $288,700.00, with a fire loss of 
$29,475, the record of Secretary 
Clarence Shultis showed. 

The greatest loss in the district 
was the Gordon Wells farm build- 
ings southeast of Antioch. But for 
that loss ,. the . rural area would 
have had as good record as the 
village. 

Chief Edgar Simonsen credited 
property .owners with greater ef- 
forts toward fire prevention and 
asked them to make still more 
effort in removing fire hazards.- 
He and his men will conduct fire 
drills at local schools and inspect 
business buildings for conditions 
that might cause fires. 

Simonsen said that in recent 
years there has been an improve- 
ment in the care of buildings and 
that warnings followed inspections 
have become fewer and fewer. He 
warned that the least -negligence by 
one might cause a disastrous fire 
that would sweep ■ property of oth- 
ers.

via gifts, etc. Cold figures are these - - and in the 
second place but few of the projects were direly need- 
ed in the first place. Putting in SG.99 and getting back 
one buck hurts only, don't make us look too astute, eh!

The Iron Horse Is A Safe Mount 

Over a period of years the railroads have been 
setting safety record after safety records - - and last 
year they did it again. 

Their 1054 over-all safety record was the best in 
their history, and extraordinary by any standard. They 
moved 439,000,000 passengers for the incredible total 
of 29,000.000,000 miles. Yet only five of these passen- 
gers lost their lives in train accidents. Sixteen were 
fatally injured in what are known as train-service ac- 
cidents. Such accidents generally result from neg- 
ligence on the part of the passengers themselves. 

The employee fatality rate fell below 0.10 per 
1,000,000 man-hours worked for the first time in his- 
tory. There were fewer grade-crossing casualties than 
in any year since 1928, even though the number of 
autos in use has vastly increased. 

Non-fatal injuries in railroad operations were 
down 13 per cent - - a new all-time low. 

On top of all this, preliminary statistics for the 
first six months of this year indicate that another rec- 
ord may be in the making. In those six months there 
were no fatalities to rail passengers in train accidents 
and only six in train-service accidents. 

What has brought about these remarkable ach- 
ievements? Editor Lync of Railway Age answers 



in these words: "The present high standards of rail- 
road safety arc the result of a combination of plant 
improvements and organized safety work on the part 
of railroad management, employes and the users of 
railroad service.*' In short, the splendid records 
weren't the fruits of good fortune - - they were solid- 
ly earned. 

• * * 

The Payoff Has Been Rich 
A publication of the Guaranty Trust Company of 
New York has discussed the political battle over 
public power versus private power, and described 
some of the confusions and misconceptions resulting 
from "partisan maneuvering, sectional jealousies, and 
sheer obstinacy." At the end, it said this: "In the 
final analysis, the question of 'public' versus 'private' 
power is simply a question of industrial organization. 
After centuries of unhappy experience with 'public' 
control of economic activity, the peoples of the West- 
ern World decided to try the 'private' form. The pay- 
off has been rich in terms of efficiency, equity, and 
freedom, and the principles that have made it so 
apply to productive effort in general. Why should 
the generation of power be a unique exception?" 

The argument that only the government is cap- 
able of meeting major power needs has been blown 
sky-high by the obvious willingness of regulated, 
taxpaytng private enterprise to undertake any prac- 
tical project anywhere in this country. As a Hoover - 
Commission Task Force found, there is no economic 
need whatsoever for more government power. In 
ffct, ths only sound public-power argument now is 
ideological - - based on the assumption that socialized 
enterprise is better than private enterprise. If that 
argument is valid in the case of power, it is valid in 
the case at food, clothing, entertainment, and every- 
thing else - - and we might as well turn all enter- 
prise over to a dictatorial state, a la Soviet Russia. 

• * * 

No Substitute For Ingenuity 

The Wall Street Journal recently printed a 
thoughtful editorial on certain laws which were sup- 
nosed to heln independent grocers in competing with 
the big chains. The paper said: "A large-scale buyer 
ts almost euro to get price advantage over a small- 
scale buyer and sn be in position to under-sell him. 

"It does not follow that the small grocers are 
therefore unable to compete with the big chains. If 
that were true, the independents would long since 
hav been gobbled up by the chains instead of flour- 
ishing side by side with them as they do. Price com- 
petition is only one kind of competition, and the in- 
dependent* have found that it can be offset by cm- 
pn.is:ztn« nunlHy, service, specialties and in many 
other ways." 

The Journal then said that independents think 
that some laws have helped them, and added: "But 
vvnat has manifestedly helped them far more than 
any law U their own ingenuity and their own com- 
petitive instinct. That is something which law can 
sometimes stifle, but for which it can never substi- 
tute." 

This intelligent and valid point of view applies 
to all branches of retailing, not only the grocery 
business. Those who, 20 years or so ago, foresaw the 
death of independent merchandising unless punitive 
legislation was levied against the chains were actually 
guilty of crossly underrating the vigor, imagination 
and abilities of the independents themselves. These 
merchants were quick to devise innovations and cus- 
tomer-pleasing inducements of their own. As a re- 
sult, the proportion of total retail done by the chains 
and independents respectively has changed but littler 
over a period of many years.
